INTERIM PAYMENT 

Trade Minister Churchill has 
announced that the Canadian 
Wheat Board will make a 10 cent 
per bushel interim payment of 
grades of wheat, other than top 
durums, delivered 'to country 
elevators by prairie farmers 
during. the 1956-57 crop year 
which ended last July 31. On 
milling grades of durum the 
payment will amount 'to 25 cents 
a bushel. 

In all, the distribution will 
total about $39 million, of which 
Alberta farmers should get 
around $11 million. Cheques will 
be mailed out within the next

ed only the initial payment on 
two or three weeks.
